Quctiec re|>orts Ihnt Lite 
cruiser (<ji\stanee is not equal to the 
work of patrol mg t fit- St. lxtwrcno**, 
ond n rgc.s that another vessel be 
uddtsl to Uie revenue protective service 
in that districL lie says that he is now 
positive that much of the whisky 1 hut 
was siip|M>.seid to have been smuggled 
into Canada from the French return! 
of Sl 1‘ierec-Miqoelofi is brought in 
from the United Stales. American ves- 
mcIk. lie says, loud up in the United 
SlaU-s with whisky for ex|>ort in bond 
nnd tlion bring their cargo down to 
flu- Nova Scotian coast or into the 
Gulf of St. laiwrcnce, where that por- 
tion of it which is intended to he smug- 
gled into Canada is transferred to Can- 
adian vessels, while to American fish- 
ing vessels is transferred that which it 
is intended shall Ik- taken hark to Ihe 
Cniled Staler, to he smuggled into 
Aincrieuii ports. The commissioner of 
customs says, however, that he can 
hardly understand how the American 
customs can Ik* t*va<f<*<! in this way, un- 
less their lawa nre different from those 
of t lu* Dominion, where, it is necessary 
to furnish a certificate to (he custom- 
house where the goods wvre entered 
outward for export from Uie port at 
which they wore landed. 

As regards the smuggling now being 
carried on from the French island of 
St. l’ierre-M i(|uelon, it is said that the 
government is now taking netive steps 
toward securing from France the right 
to have n Canadian ciistoms officer or 
consul stationed the no to watch the 
movements of suspected vessels. This 
was attempted some years ago by Sir 
John MacDonald, v.ho made represent- 
ations jointly with tin* government of 
N«wv fou nd lam], to the British govern- 
ment., requesting Hull government to 
secure |K*rmissii>n from France to have 
a Cumuli. in agent stationed at SL 
Pierre. For some unexplained reason 
llie French government objected and 
the matter wan pressed no further. It 
was presumed, however, that tlve hi- 
fi or nnc came from Iho French mrr- 
eliauts doing luisiiwss at St. Pierre, 
who did not ivnnt I heir trade relations 
with the Caiiailiau smugglers inter- 
fered with. It may Ik* mentioned that 
the re|M,rts in t lie customs dcpart.niont 
here slum that, the l lilted States rev- 
enue lias 1m*cii a sufferer fo a icry large 
extent with Owiwla in f he depr«*dations 
of tlm smugglers who have made tlielr 
rendezvous al St. Pierre. 



The Venezulean comtriseion I* In a 
state of suspended animation only as 
far as the deliberations of the com- 
missioners toward deeid ng on a true 
divisional line of the disputed territory- 
are concerned. The executive of the 
commission is, however, carrying on its 
labors with undimlnished energy in the 
effort to arrange for publication the 
vast amount of evidence on the contro- 
versy which it has collated in the past 
ten months and which I* expected to 
prove invaluable to the subsequent 
orbital tribunal. The Imprvswion created 
by recent publications that the com- 
mission will make a report to the presi- 
dent involving opinions ns to the merits 
cf any portion of the controversy. Is 
characterized a* distinctly erroneous 
by President Brewer and Secretary 
Mallet-Prevost, who are at present the 
only active officials of t ie liody, the 
ether members having left the city not 
to retiirn or again tnke np their studies 
of the evidence unless the agreement 
entered Into by Lord Salisbury und the 
Fiate department proves nlwrtivc In the 
Venezuelan cabinet and congress. It is 
stated authoritatively that no intima- 
tion has been received from President 
Cleveland or an official «ou-ce that any- 
thing Is expected of the commission for 
the present, but its existence is Rtill 
continued for fear of a necessary re- 
sumption of Its work through failure 
of the proposed settlement. There is. 
however, so little doubt In official 
circles that Venezuela will ratify the 
convention with Great Britain that the 
eommirsioners have practically taken 
the termination of their work for 
granted and have directed the publica- 
tion of all reports which will Ik* essential 
to a future decision with the stipula- 
tion, however, that all op nions tin to 
the merits of the dispute beexpurgated 
and that the colorless facts alone be 
presented. 

Beyond these publications the com- 
mission has no Idea of making any re- 
port, but expects to be di irharged of 
its functions by the presid'Dt as soon 
ns the good offices of the* United States 
have lieen formally accepted by both 
parties of the controversy.

TO UTILIZE CITIES' SEWERS. 

Scientific Dream SasgrstrG l>y the Under- 
gronnd System of 1’artft. 

The mention in Postmaster-General 
Wilson's report of the desirability but 
enormous cost of pneumatic tulies for 
mail service in cities suggests a scien- 
tific dream. As is well known, the 
sewers of Paris are great underground 
pailerles, the main ones large enough 
to be traversed by men in boats, and in 
them electric wires are hung and all 
necessary tulies arranged. If that. could 
be done in Paris, as it was many years 
ago with the old-fashioned costly np- 
plian«*es, why not much more readily in 
Philndelphia, says the Ledger, with all 
the advantages of modern economical 
methods, and in a subsoil so well adapt- 
ed to tlie work os we hnve here? There 
is no difficulty in conceiving a harmoni- 
ous system of sewers under this city,

H amber of Appoint meats to West Point. 

The annual report of the board of 
visitors to the West Point military acad- 
emy recommends raising the require- 
ments for admission, so as to provide, 
that applicants shall be examined in 
such subjects as may be prescribed 
from time to time by the secretary of 
war In* fore they shall be admitted to the 
aoademj - . 

As the barracks and academic build- 
ing w ere found jo be ample for the ac- 
eomnvodation of at least 88 more cadets, 
or two at large for each state in the 
union, or one for each senator, and the 
additional coat would be slight, the 
board recoin monels Uhat an act of con- 
gress should be passed, authorizing the 
nomination of one cadet by each United 
States senator, in addition to those now- 
nominated by each member of the house 
of representatives. 

The board of visitors recommend ad- 
ditions and improvements at the acad- 
emy barracks, extension and repairs of 
riding ball and stablt-s and a number of 
other improvements which they think 
will make the military academy the 
most complete school of tbe kind In the 
world.

For a number of weeks on under- 
ground fire has been burning near Co- 
lumbus, N. J. Acres of ground have 
been reduced to ashes, and the mighty 
oaks of a valuable forest have been 
felled by the ravages of the flames. 
The fire Is on the farm of Joseph Taylor. 
It has burned from three to five seres 
of woodland. When it first started It 
was attributed to some young men 
who frequented the woods on Sundays 
in order to find an« obscure place to 
gamble, but this theory was soon dis- 
pel lei 1 by the fact that the fire had not 
burned on the surface, but beneath 1L 
A blaze ia never seen, but at times the 
emoke is Impenetrably dense. One 
morning last week when the wind 
was blowing from the east It was im- 
possible for those driving along the Co- 
lumbus rood to see their horses, and 
in order to pn6a through the cloud of 
smoke they had to lead the frightened 
animals. When tlie fire first appeared 
Tnylor dammed » small ditch, with a 
view to submerging the burning por- 
tion. This was In a measure effectual, 
but in a few days it burst forth again 
in several other places. The fire seem* 
to buru at a depth of from one to two 
feet from the surface. It turns the soil 
into a fine reddish powder and eats away 
the roots of the trees.

FOLLY OF MONOMETALLISM 



I We were told by gold bug orators 
and the daily press generally that 
I there was plenty of money in the 
I country and all that whs needed for 
renewed prosperity was confidence. 
The persons that Advocated bimetal- 
lism contended that more legal tender 
money and not confidence was the 
tiling la<*king. The people, however, 
voted for confidence and monometal- 
lism. That the policy is wrong has 
been fully established by the thou- 
sands of failures that have occurred 
since the November election. Hard- 
ly a failure has been reported but 
that the assets of the party or insti- 
tution failing was from 50 to 75 per 
cent, greater than the liabilities. Jay 
Cooke wrote the following letter in 
1892: 

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 22. ’92. 
Editor of the ifatnifaeturtr: 

Your views on the silver question 
are, in every respect, perfectly cor- 
rect — am! 1 say this from an experi- 1 
ence of over fifty years in the banking 
business. 

Our statesmen and the press gen- 
erally are woefully blind to the effect 
this opposition to the remonetization 
of silver is having in our country’s 
prosperity, to say nothing of what is 
greater, its effect upon the whole 
world. 

It seems inconceivable that when 
the world is increasing so rapidly in 
population, in development of every 
kind, in railroads, manufacturing, 
and the opening of vast agricultural 
regions, that the business of this 
world, by a mere arbitrary decree, 
should be reduced to a condition of 
reliance upon gold only, as a meas- 
ure of values: and, then, in my opin- 
ion, we have not yet begun to feel 
the full weight of this foolish and 
absurd attempt to bring the world to 
conform to monometallism. 

Tiie demonetization of silver in 
1873, although a measure enacted ig- 
norantly, confessed by Congress, was 
a great crime to civilization and 
progress; and, further, the vast ma- 
jority of the people, who are not 
capitalists, have been reduced in re- 
sources and in debt paving capacity
